Circuit Attorney Clover Has Evi- 
dence Against the Boodlers. 


The Art of Bribery as Practiced in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly—Contracts for Work, 
Goods and Materials Made With Legis- 
lators to Secure Their Support—Ex- 
horbitant Prices to Be Paid—Ed Butler’s 
Proposition and Subsequent Proceedings 
—The Mayor’s Message on the Hearing— 
Jury Commmissioner Ordered to Select 
Forty Citizens for Grand- Jury Service— 
Representatives of Indignant Citizens Be- 
lected by President Charles A. Cox. 


One ofthe boodlers operating for the gas 
works combine in the Municipal Assembly is 
in the hole. 

Another paper has been added to the little 
bundle in Circuit Attorney Olover’s safe. 
A step nearer to the conviction 
of@those who have attempted to foist an 
jllegal, infamous contract upon the city has 
been taken. A part, a least, of the boodling 
scheme is now known. The people have 
grown tired of seeing franchises and contracts 
soldtothe highest bidder at the City Hall by 
their servants, and welcome the first step to- 
ward the prosecution of the boodlers. 

On Saturday the people awoke to realize 
that almost the final move had been made 
under a plan to rob the city of 
millions of dolars. Never before in the his- 
tory of municipal legislation had the word 
boodie been so conspicuously written upon 
any measure. 

Yesterday the POST-DISPATCH announced 
thatthe Circuit Attorney had secured ei- 
dence which would enable him to bring 
charges against bribers and bribed. To-day 
he has added to his stock of information. 

»The art of boodling has been developed 
since the days of the New York Broadway 
steal,’’ a legislator said to-day. 

No longer do lobbyists openly offer money 
for votes. The poker game in which the legis- 
lator wins was one of the schemes worked at 
Jefferson City last winter, as the Posr- Dis- 
PATCH has shownin its recent disclosures. 
Another plan is tooffer contracts for work, 
for materials, for goods, to legislators on con- 
dition they vote for a snecified measure. 

Your legislator is a manufacturer of cloth- 
ing, a dealer in horses, in real estate, in table 
necessaries. Your lobbyist offers to buy 
clothes at 550 per cent over the market price, 
wants one horse for the price of ten, will pay 
$1,000 per front foot for properiy on Red 
Horse Creek, and will pay as much for broken 
ware as honest folk do for that which is whole 
and sound. 

The last was the plan adopted by the lobby- 
ists for the Branhbam-Johnson-Hardesty gas 
works bill. They offered for votes contracts 
to buy goods and materials at exhorbitant 
prices—drawn with all the safe guards that 
could be thrown around such contracts. Le- 
gal coutracts’’ they were called. * 

The plan was worked shrewdly enough, but 
circumstances over whichthe operators had 
no control have ied to an exposure. 

There have been important statements 
made and a contract has been discovered. 

It is easy to see the value of such evidence. 

Every newspaper reader has known that 
there wasfraud in the passage of the gas- 
works ordinance, It was assumed from the 
beginning by all sensible men that only fraud 
and corruption could pass that bill. The pro- 
visions were at war with common sense. 
There was nothing but fraud in it. 

Littie by little the evidence has trickled 
through which gives the assumption of dis- 
honesty in the Municipal Assembly a firm 
foundation. Ed. Butler told the Laclede Gas- 
Light Co-’s broker, James Campbell, that he 
would kill that bill, while it was in the House, 
for little money. Mr. Campbell said he re- 
ferred Butler to President McMillan, who de- 
clared he had no money to spend that way. 

Ed Butler wasin the Council chamber the 
night the gas- works bill passed that body. He 
had private conversations with members who 
subsequently voted for the bill. 


W hat was he there for? 
The Grand-jury ought to find out and it 


can. 

The Grand-jury ought: to secure other con- 
tracts, beside that one nowin the hands of 
the Circuit Attorney which will be shown it. 
It should extend its inquiry until every cor- 
ruptionist connected with the scandalous Gas- 
works bill has been shown in his true light in 
an indietment. 

THE COUNCILMEN 
who voted for the gas bill take a pecullar 
view of the present situation, and the state- 
ments they make when they talk at all are 
interesting even if they don’t reveal much. 

For instance; Councilman Sloan says he will 
not talk on the subject, no matter what is 
said. In other words, he does not propose to 
let the public know why he voted for the bill 
or what he knows about boodle; it’s none of 
the public’s business. He was asked if he 
would say anything about the story that he 
was approached and offered $10,000 to oppose 
the bill. 

I have nothing to say about it,’’ was his 
reply. 

It is said that you do not deny that you 
were offered money to fight the measure?’’ 

‘*‘] willnoteay anything. The newspapers 
may publish what they please, people may 
say whatever they want to, they may make any 
charges they choose to make, I * will 
not say a thing one way or the other. will 
not confirm any story and I will not deny one 
no matter what it may be.’’ 

‘*You do not mean it to be understood that 
vou would shield a man who had approached 
you and offered you money for your vote?’’ 

**I have nothing to say. Iwill not say any- 
thing.’’

The charge is 
made by a totally irresponsibie 3 nas 
been one of the supporters of the new gas- 
steal bill, the passage of which by the City 
Council has created such indignation. This 
individual is alleged to havejstated in private 
conversation that Councilman Metcalfe had 
been paid $10,000 by the opponents of the gas 
works bill to oppose it. hen questioned for 
publication concerning the charge the man 
who made it stated that he had made the re- 
mark that he had been told that Council- 
man Metcalfe had received money for oppos- 
ing the bill, but had not stated any specific 
amount. He knew, however, that) Council- 
man Sloan had been offered $10,000 against the 
measure. The same party claimed he had 
good reason to believe that Councilman Met- 
calfe had been paid the money he received at 
the office of Jim Campbell, the broker. 
THIS CHARGE 

is no doubt made for the purpose of withdraw- 
ing attention from the supporters of the gas 
steal and save them by ma * a fight on the 
old gas monopoly crowd. It is said that an 
effort was made to have them published in a 
weekly puper some days ago, but it 
was unsuccessful. When Mr. Metcalfe was 
seen in reference tothe charges this morning 
he sald: There is not a word of truth in 
them. Ishall court the fullest investigation 
by the Grand-jury of both sides of this gas 
question, but you will have to excuse me 
from discussing the matter any further, as I 
do not want to dignify the charges or the man 
who makes them by paying any attention to 
them. I do not think anything emanating 
from such a source can affect my good name. 

Mr. Metcalfe has been one of the strongest 
opponents to the gas-works bill. He was one 
of a committee of three who 1 the 
value of the plant of the St. Louis Gas Light 
Co. some years ago, Mr. Flad 
the late Mr. Shickle being the 
other members of the committee. At 
that time he got a gogd idea of the cost of the 
building gas works a was surprised at the 
really small outlay required to erect a plant. 
The committee, of which he was a member, 
intheir report to court, appraised the St. 
Louis Gas Works at $1,300,000, and of this 
$300,000 was in real estate, leaving the 
actual works themselves worth only $1,000,- 

The proposed new gas works company 
wants $4,500,000 for building a plant, and they 
do notinclude in this estimate $300,000 worth 
of real estate. When Mr. Metcalfe’s committee 
made their appraisement iron, which is used 
so largely in the construction of gas- works, 
sold for $76aton, whereas it can now be had 
for $23 a ton. With this knowledge in his 
possession, Mr. Metcalfe saw ata glance the 
enormity of the steal in the new gas-works 
bill, and Immediately set about to fight it. 
He spoke with

and Commissioner Fiad in reference to it and 
it was decided that printed circulars should be 
issued exposing tne steal. As it required 
money to pay for these circulars and afew 
other incidentals it was decided to call on 
Broker James Campbell, the representative 
of the old gas monopoly, to seeif the old 
company would not furnish the necessary 
means. It was avery unwise moveto ask as- 
sistance of the old monopoly at whose bands 
the public had already suffered so much, but 
fortunately the gentlemen on reconsidering 
the matter saw the mistake they were about 
to make and refused to acceptany assistance 
from Mr. Campbell, but instead called on 
Mr. John T. Davis and other citizens 
und secured from them the necessary funds 
to get out the circulars and lay before the 
public the contemplated steal. This incident 
may have given Mr. Metcalf’s accusers the 
basis for the story they are circulating about 
ulm.

THE HEARING OF ARGUMENTS. 

The hearing of the arguments on the gas 
bill has not yet taken place and the time for it 
has not been fixed. The Mayor intimated 
this morning, or rather said plainly, 
that the only reason he did not refuse the 
petitioners from ail sides was from a spirit of 
courtesy. In speaking of the subject this 
morning he said: ‘‘I do not now at 
what time this hearing will take 
place, and there are 30 man who 
desire to speak on the subject that 1 hardly 
feel able to give them the time. There will be 
alot of lawyers who will want to make 
speeches and go all over that now well-trod- 
den ground and do ja lot of talking. I 
have decided that I can only allow one repre- 
sentative ot each element to taik. I think 
Mr. Laughlin will talk for the bill, Mr. Me- 
Millan of the Laclede Co. on the other side, 
someone else for the Exchange mass- 
meeting crowd, and one for the 
labor element which I now learn wants to 
haveasay. lam willing to let them all talk 
as long as they will behave and not fly at each 
other here in my office.’’ 

Judge Laugblin was telephoned to and re- 
quested to make some arrangements with the 
others who wanted tobe heard and then to 
notify the Mayor’s office of the result. 

COUNCILMAN CHARLES D. COMFORT 
was found in his office and questioned about 
the boodle reports. 

‘‘T have nothing tosay,’’ was his reply to 
the first question asked. 

‘*I will discuss this question no longer. I 
am satisfied that if the press will print both 
sides of the question fairly my friends will see 
that I have done what waa right. 

„Do you know anything about the use of 
money in passing the bill?’’ 

Not a thing. 

„Were you ever approached by anyone?’’ 

Never. 

Did you hear of anyone who was?“ 

No, nota single man. 

Was boodle talked about at the time the 
bill waa before the Council?’’ 

„Not ina serious way, at all. The mem- 
bers of the House and Council joke with each 
other a good deal, and some of them would 
come to me and sniff like they were smelling 
something, and say ‘I smell gas on your 
clothes,’ or something of that sort, but aside 
from those jestsI beard nothing; not a soli- 
tary serious remark about boodle. 

As for me, I was for the bill from the first. I 
said publicly and privately that I was ia favor 
of it, and if it ever came up before the Council 
I would vote for it. This cry of boodle is 
always the cry of the man who came out of the 
little end of the horn, and they are the very 
first ones to use boodle when they can, but 
when some bill is passed which is against 
their interest they raise the cry of boodie.

The Committee to Wait on the Mayor.

President Cox of the Merchants’ Exchange for 
the purpose of appointing a committee to 
present the petition to the Mayor assembled 
in the readlüg room of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. Carl Daenzer was calied to 
the chair, and Fielding Mansfield was 
chosen as Secretary. The first question to 
come up was the size of the committee. The 
resolution originally adopted called for séven, 
but many of the members of the Merchants 

Exchange believed that at least twenty-five 
should be appointed. President Cox asked 
for an expression of * on this point. 
George W. Parker gave itas his opinion that 
enlarging the membership of a committee 
nearly invariably weakened its influence, and 
suggested that a committee of seven be 
named, one member of which act as spokes- 
man. Of this committee the president and 
Secretary of the Merchants’ Exchange should 
be ex-officio members. 

President Cox deprecated the participation 
of any officers of the Merchants’ Exchange as 
such. He stated that for some unaccountable 
reason Mayor Noonan appeared to entertain 
a violent animosity to the ‘Merchants’ 
Exchange, and had exhibited this 
feelin on numerous occasions. 
It would therefore be far better if the move- 
ment were shown to be one among the citi- 
zens, with which the Merchants’ Exchange 
had nothing to do. 

Seth W. Cobb was the next speaker. He said 
that he did not understand that the meeting 
held on Monday last could in any sense be 
Called an indignation meeting, but was simply 
one to respectfully request the Mayor to veto 
the bill. He did not believe that any extended 
argument would be required. Noonan would, 
in his opinion, act in a couscientious 
manner, knew the case already, and any argu- 
ment would be that much thrown away. Mr. 
Parker said that he understood that those 
who hoped to make money if the Dill 
were ‘signed would be on hand with argu- 
ments, and thatthe opponents of the measure 
should de prepared to answer them. He 
moved that a committee of seven be appointed 
to present the petition, at the same time re- 
questing that nis naine be omitted, as his pri- 
vate business was ofa nature that would pre- 
vent his attendance. © The motion 
was unanimously carried and Given Campbell, 
E. O. Stanard, Fielding Mansfield, Frank Ely, 
W. J. Lemp, Edward C. Kehr and F. P. Con- 
nor were appointed by the Chairman. Mr. 
Campbell wished to withdraw from the com- 
mittee, but was induced to remain, as 
it was desired that he should act as the 
spokesman. 

At the close of the meeting the 
members of the ‘committee met in con- 
sultation to determine their course of action. 
No reply had been received from the Mayor to 
the letter sent him by President Cox, asking 
him that a time be set at which the committee 
could meet him. It was decided to ascertain 
when he would be at leisure to-morrow, when 
the petition will be presented and the argu- 
ment make. 


The Next Grand Jury. 


The venire for the next Grand jury has been 
sent by Judge Normile to Jury Commissioner 
Carlisle. It calls for forty jurors and is made 


returnable in the Criminal Court on January 
6.. The drawing will not be made by the Jury 
Commissioner for several days yet, five or 
six days being the number generally allowed 
the Sheriff in which to secure service on those 
drawn. General interest is taken in the draw- 
ing of the next Grand jury because of the 
importance of several matters which 
will likely be given consideration. 
The, most momentous is, of course, 
the gas bill recently passed by the Council. 
There has been so much talk of corruption in 
connection with the adoption of this measure 
that the Grand-jury in obedience to the popu- 
lar demand will in all probability endeavor to 
ascertain the secret of the infamous bill’s 
sudden passage. To conduct such an investi- 
gation as this it will be necessary that the 
gentlemen selected to serve are men who are 
disposed to sift the matter to the bottom, and 
cannot be swerved by any influence from their 
purpose. For this reason much importance 
is attached tothe next drawing, and the an- 
nouncement of the names is awaited by the 
public with unusual interest. 

On account of the concern manifested by 
the citizens in the make-up of the Grand- 
jury afew points lu regard to how it is se- 
lected will be apropos. 

The Judge of the Criminal Court sends a 
venire for as many jurors as he deems suffi- 
cient in order to secure twelve men who will 
be entirely aceeptable and who are able to 
serve. The venire for the January Grand- 
jury, as stated above, has already been re- 
ceived from Judge Normile by Jury Commis- 
sioner Carlisie. It calls for forty jurors. 
Inese willbe dréwn from the Grand-jurors’ 
wheel. The day for the drawing has not yet 
been decided upon, but will take 
place whenever the Jury Commis- 
sioner can secure the attendance of two 
of the Circuit Judges, as is required by law. 
As there are no jury trials inthe Circuit 
Courts now and will not be until January, un- 
less a special jury is called for the judges wiil 
not find it difficult to take time for this duty 
and will very likely allow the Jury Com- 
missioner to suit his own convenience in the 
matter. As five or six days before return day 
is ample in which to secure service tie 
drawing will not probably take place untilthe 
day or so before New Year’s. 

HOW IT I8 DONE. 

The names of all the Grand jurors are in a 
wheel in the Jury Commissioner’s office. 
The wheel is nothing more than a circular tin 
box with an opening. It is revolved until the 
names are thoroughly shaken up and the Jury 
Commissioner then opens the small door and 
draws out one name ata time. The slips, 
which are all folded, arejhanded by him to one 
of the Oircuit Judges, who reads the name out 
while the other Judge writes it down. Grand 
jurors who have served since the panel was 
drawn are exempted from a second service 
and when one of their names is drawn it 
is ut back in the wheel. The 
drawing is continued until the number 
specified in the venire has been secured. The 
names are then turned over to the Sheriff, 
whbo obtain service on all be canand makes 
his return in court. The Sheriff wili make his 
returns for the coming Grand-jury on January 
6. The final sifting downisdone by Judge 
Normile, From the number of those on whom 
service has been secured he will select the 
tweive who are to serve. 

In the wheel from which the Grand jurors 
are drawn there are 600 names. These were 
selected by the Circuit Judges in 1885. Since 
then about naif of them have served, some 
have died, probably some on whom service 
cannot be secured. It is estimated that there 
are only about 250 names of citizens who are 
eligible to serve, in the wheel. As the 600 
were all of the best class of citizens there is 
no doubt but that Judge Normile, from the 
returns made to him, will be able to secure a 
Grand-jury which will be first-class in every 
respect.

A REVOLTING CRIME, 


In a Fit of Jealousy John Bassette Kills His 
Wife. 


EPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 26.—A most revolt- 
ing crime was committed this morning at 
Ludlow, John Bassette, a mill hand employed 
by the Ludlow Manufacturing Co., killing his 
wife and attempting suicide. Bassette was 
insanély jealous of his wife, and 80 far as 
known without reason, and had frequently 
threatened her life, though little attention 


wads paid to his talk. He bought a revolver a 
few weeks ago with the avowed pur- 
pose of killing her and set her 
Sunday bonnet upon a pole as R 
target shooting it tn pieces and closing his 
erformance witb the remark that he wished 
ner bead was in it. At 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing hecalled to his eldestson, Horace, to 
come down stairs andsit with bis mother 
who was sick while he went for a doctor, and 
then went out while the young 
man came down and sat in the 
kitchen. His parents slept in a room 
offthe kitchen. He called his mother once 
or twice but she did notanswer; he supposed 
she was sleeping and did not enter the room. 
Meanwhile Bassette had gone to Officer 
Trombley’s house and surrendered himself 
saying that he had killed his wife and evinc- 
ing much satisfaction with his crime. 
He said he was suffering from 
wounds she had ‘inflicted on him 
but said he had finished ber up in good 
Shape. On examination six wounds were 
found, two stabs near the heart, two in the 
left side and two jagged gashes over the 
stomach from which he has little, if any 
chance of recovery. Leaving him in a doc- 
tor’s hands the officer went to Bassette’s 
house where he found the son waiting for the 
doctor. Telling him ofhis father’s confession 
and arrest they entered the bed-room and 
found the woman, Sophie Bassette, + eg in 
an easy posture on her left side, the right 
side of her head crushed in and blood 
and brains oozing from nose, ears 
and mouth. There was no sigh of a 
struggle and everything showed that the blow 
must have been given while she was asleep. 
An axe was found in the cellar stained with 
blood. There was no sign of blood from Bas- 
settes’ wounds, and as his clothing was not 
cut, itis thought he raised his clothing and 
inflicted them on the street. The woman was 
a dress-maker, about 43 years old, would 
weigh over 200, and was wellspokenof. Her 
husband was from St. Johns, P. Q., and was 
42 years old, He was not drunk when he 
committed the crime. They had six children, 
two sons and four danghters, all grown up.

THEY OBJECT. 


Real Estate Agents Protest Against the Eu- 
forcement of an Ordinance. 


Real estate agents are considerably exer- 
cised regarding the enforcement of an ordin- 
ance requiring property owners to furnish 
their bulldings with fire escapes, and it is 
likely that a meeting of interested parties 
will be called for the purposeof devising 
ways and means for the resistance of what is 
considered an unduly active enforcement of 
the law pertaining to the matter. 

On the whole the law is considered a good 
one but Mr. John H. Terry fails to see the pro- 
priety or consistency of compelling the own- 
ers of three story buildings to provide such 
structures with fire escapes. He says there 
are some buildings in the old district that 
have stood there for more than fifty years 
and the Bullding Commissioner has 
ordered that they shall have fire 
escapes. This entails an expense of 
at least $150 upon the owner. Mr. Terry 
claims it might be well enough to put fire 
escapes on now buildings, but these old rook - 
erles are not worth the cost. Then again he 
says these old houses have stood where they 
are for so many years there jis no need for fire 
escapes. 

Mr. Wm. Booth*of Booth, Barada & Co. is 
also considerably agitated over this subject, 
but did not want to say much for publication 
about it. He took the same view of the 


matter as Mr. Terry did and complained that 
he had been compelled to put a fire escape on 
the three-story building at the southeast cor- 
ner of Pine and Seventh. He declared that 
buliding had no need of such a thing 
because it was only «a twenty room 
house and one that had straight 
halls and a stairway. Besides that ho said he 
did not believe their fire escapes were any 
„ anyhow because no one could use them.

SAVANNAH, Ga., December 26.—Christmas 
Was duly celebrated in Jessup, fifty-nine 
miles south of here, yesterday,and a crowd of 
negroes got on a big spree. Assistant City 


Marshal William Barnbill tried to arrest one 


of the most obstreperous negroes and he re- 
sisted. The other negroes in the saloon and 
on the street came to his assistance. Several 
white men rushed to Barnhill’s assistance 
and afree fight began. Barnhill and William 
Wood, the first to rush to his assistance, were 
shot and killed. R. B. Leggett was shot in 
the legs, William Wood, Sr., in the cheek, 
and several others, whose names have not 
been learned, were also wounded. Bod 
Brewer, a big negro, led the blacks 
and retreated to a swamp, where 
they now are surrounded by 100 white men. 
Negroes from the surrounding country are 
going to the rescue of their friends, and sev 
@ralskirmishes occurred during the night. 
Gov. Gordon has sent the Georgia Hussars, a

THE SITUATION AT MIDNIGHT. 

Advices received from Jessup at midnight, 
Say: The situation is somewhat quieter at this 
hour, but an occasional shot is heard. The 
streets are still paraded by armed men. A 
negro was found dead in an alley afew mo- 
ments ago, and two others of the wounded 
are reported to be dying. Fear is now enter- 
tained for the safety of the people remaining 
in the neighboring towns, but as all the ne- 
roes andwhites seem to be congregating here, 
very little danger need be apprehended. 

THE MILITARY READY. 

Nothing additional about the Jessup affair 
has been received up to this hour but a wild 
rumor is afloat that there was ser- 
ious trouble there this morning: 
The military there under command of Capt. 
Gordon of Savannah, comprises the Georgia 
Hussars, 37 men, Brunswick Rifles, 50 men, 
and the ‘Appling Greys, 45 men. In addition 
to these there are upwards of 100 members of 
different companies in the surrounding 
counties.

WORK FOR THE CORONER.

rumored, has gone there for reinforcements.

Another ne- 
gre was found at home, shot through the 
heart, and one received a flesh wound in the 
shoulder.

The negroes 
are quitting their homes and moving to other 
towns on the line of the railrvad. A 
large number of negroes were taken 
from their homes this morning and 
whipped, many of them being women 
of ill-repute. A crowd of white men went to 
several houses after breakfastthis morning 
and compelled the negroesto leave. They 
punisbed some of them. The Hus- 
gars have started for Savannah, 
but the infant company of Bruns- 
wick will remain tillto-morrow. The swamp 
where Brewer’s gang are hiding will be 
searched this afternoon and if the negroes are 
found, lynching will probably follow. The 
Coroner is now holding an inquest on the 
dead bodies. 


Yesterday’s Battle. 


NEw YORE, Dec. 26.—A Savannah special 
gays: Twenty negroes were killed in the riot at 
Jessup yesterday before darkness came on. 
The Georgia Hussars of this city, under com- 
mand of Capt. W. W. Gordon, are 
patrolling the entire village. There 
is intense excitement over the killing 


of Deputy Marshal Matthew Barnhill and Lum- 
man W. H. Woods. Marshal D. Leggett 
and Station Agent M. J. Woods, who were 
badly wounded, are resting easily to-day, 
and it is expected that both will re- 
cover.

CAR STABLES AT SYRACUSE, x T., WRECKED

One Man Killed and Several Injured—Ke- 
ports of Damages in New York and 
‘Pennsylvania—A Winery Destroyed—Two 
Old Ladies Asphyxiated—Blew Out the 
Gas—Casualties.

SYRAcusE, N. ., Dec. 26.—A cyclone from 
the southwest swept across Onondaga Lake 
about 10 o’clock this forenoon, prostrating 
many structures.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Tariff Hearings Before Me’Kinleys Com- 


mittee—The President Hunting. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 2%.—The first of 
the series of tariff hearings mapped out by the 
House Committee on Ways and Means was 
held this morning, gentiemen interested in 
metals, ores and coal being permitted to give 


their views. Geo. N. Ely ident of the 
Western Iron Ore Association, which was or- 
ganized eight years ago, spoke in favor of the 
retention of duty on iron ore. The duty of 75 
cents a ton had been beneficent. It had 
been satisfactory. It had promoted the 
iron and steel interests o the United 
States in a remarkable degree. As an instance 
ot this beneficent effect he cited the produc- 
tion of the Gogebic district, which had in- 
creased from 1,000 tons in 1884 to 14,000 tons 
during ten months of 1889, and of the Min- 
nesota district, which had ‘increased within 
the same dates from 62,000 to 800,000 tons. In 
1886 the total production of American mines 
bad been 10,000,000 tons, while the estimated 
production for 1889 was between 14,000, 000 
and 15,000,000. The question of duty, he said, 
was a question of wages. In the Spanish 
mines the hours of labor were seventy-two 
hours a week; in the Lake Superior region the 
hours were fifty-five houre a week, In Spain 
the wages of drillers and miners were 60 to 72 
cents a day and of common laborers 86 to 50 
cents. In the Lake Superior mines the wages 
for drillers and miners were £2.25 to $2.75 
a day and for laborers $1.60 to 32. 
He believed in the protection of American 
labor and in keeping up the rates of wages to 
American workingmen. It the range of wages

be done in the New England States. Mr. 
Gear inquired as tothe genera! position which 
the witness beld as to the tariff and received 
the reply that in his opinion no 
horizontal reduction should be made. 
F. S. Witherbee of New York, President of 
the Eastern Iron Association, argued that the 
chief obstacle to the development of New 
land manufactures was the almost pro-

England railroads The map dfacturers’ 
Interest would be best protected by keep- 
ing a steady duty on the raw material.

The machinery 
of the law is at command there, and tes- 
timony entirely unavailable to any other 
investigating body may be brought to 
light through compulsion and by fear of 
the consequences of perjury. Thus pub- 
lic opinion will be corrected by the estab- 
lishment of the guilt or innocence of those 
under suspicion, and the penalty of the 
law may be made to reach the guilty.

INTERFERENCE IN BRAZH, 

LOUIS NAPOLEON’s attempt to provide a 
new imperial throne for two favored 
scions of Europe’s reigning families was 
made atatime when the United States 
were engaged in a gigantic civil war. It 
encountered no opposition but such as 
Mexicans split up by internal dissensions 
could organize against it, and it had the 
sympathy, if not the open support, of all 
the monarchic governments of Europe. 
Yet the failure was so tragic and disas- 
trous that the lesson will not be forgotten 
by those governments now wien the situ- 
ation in Brazil tempts them to interfere 
there. 

Doubtless they are unwilling to see the 
last vestige of monarchy swept from this 
continent, and they dread the moral ef- 
fect on Europe of the whole western hem- 
isphere under the control of prosperous 
and powerful, but peaceful republics. 
But the men-of-war Germany may send 
for the alleged protection of German set- 
tlers in Brazil and the similar demonstra- 
tions to be made by other powers under 
similar pretexts, are only to encourage 
the anti-Republican movements which 
foreign intrigue and the secret service 
funds of foreign courts may be able to 
foster in Brazil. 

If her people are really Republican in 
sentiment these movements will be too 
feeble to seriously complicate the situa- 
tion, and the assurance that the United 
States will support her Monroe doctrine 
with acts as well as words will more than 
counteract the effect of European in- 


trigues and naval demonstrations.

Reform im Taxation. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the editorial columns of yesterday’s 
Post- DisPaTcu, you mention the fact Con- 
necticut is trying an experiment In the matter 
of raising State revenues. A slight tax is 
levied on all rotes and bonds filed with the 
State Treasurer, and they are exempted from 
town taxation. By this means and through 
the increase in the valuation of raiiroad 


stocks it is expected that all the revenue 
needed for the State will be realized. 

The trying of this ‘‘experiment,’’ although 
destined to prove totally inadequate and in- 
efficient to accomplish any reform in the mat- 
ter of taxation, is an indication that the 
people of that State, and especially the 
officials charged with the duty of assessing 
and collecting taxes, are beginning to under- 


ment are crude, incomplete, and work in- 
justice to a portion of the people, while 
Others altogether evade the payment of 
taxes, or shift them onto others less able to 
pay them. Connecticut is not alone in this 
matter, however. The same conditions exist 
in every other State in the Union. It is a fact 
well understood by our revenue officers and 
by all intelligent people who have given any 
study or thought to the subjectof taxation, 
that the personal] weaith of the country either 
escapes taxation Gr shifts its taxes onto the 
farmer and laborer, who are the least able to 
bear the burdens of ‘taxation. 

So it will ever be so lang as we continue a 
syetem of taxation that fines people for build- 
ing honses and improving lands in the country 
and lots in town and city, and accumulating 
personal wealth by honest enterprise and en- 
deayor—a system that licenses, fosters, 
strengthens and enriches every form of 
monopoly and privileue at the expense of the 
producers f wealth, 

The people of Connecticut and every other 
State will soon learn thatthe only change in 
taxation which will lift the burdens off of 
labor and productive enterprise is the ex- 
exemption of all personal property—every- 
thing that is produced by labor—from tax- 
ation, one the relaing of all revenues—local, 
municipa State and Federal—from 
a tax upon the users and monopolizers of 
natural opportunities, a tax upon those 
enormous Values which gre given to land by 
the presence of dense populations in qur great 
cities, and the existence of the wonderful de- 
posits of fuel, oll, iron,copper, lead, gold, sil- 
verand other minerals ‘in almost everyState in 
the Union, from the appropriation of which 
to their own use have come the bountiful 
crop of millionaires which has grown up in 
this country during the last few years. 

Every other change or proposed reform in 
our taxing systems will prove childish, tem- 
porizing and inefiicient,.

The 
Grst celebration occurred in 1769 and was con- 

noted by the Old Colony Club, an association 
formed January 16 of that year. The club 
voted on December 20 that Friday next be 
kept by this club in commemoration of the 
first landing of our worthy ancestors in this 
place; that the club dine together at Mr, 
Howland’s, and that a number of gentlemen 
be invited to spend the evening with us at she 
Old Colony Hal.“ 

Friday was December 22 and this date was 
erroneously taken as the anniversary of the 
landing, through au error in calculating, the 
difference between old style and new, the 
variation being ten days in 1620 and eleven in 
1752, when the change was made. The land- 
ing was made December 11, 1620, 0. S,, and 
the true date ie December A, N. 8. The club’s 
headquarters are in exiggence on Market 
street, being the rear portion of a meat mar- 
ket, but the old inn long since went the way 
ot earth, On the occasion of the first celebra- 
tion the club marched from its hall to the inn 
headed by the steward and treasurer, Elka- 
nan Cushman, bearing a folio volume of the 
old colony laws. A salute of small arms from 
a body of citizens was fred when the club ap- 
peared and the pupils of Feleg Wadsworth’s 
private school, which stands across the 
street, sung an appropriate song. . The menu

Halt 
a minute later she reappeared with her uands 
unuerneath her apron. She ordered Peterson 
to leave the house. The officer refused to go 
untſi he had made the attachment. 

Drawing her hand from beneath the folds of 
her dress the enraged woman placed a 
cocked revolver under the Constable’s nose. 

Now, sir, I will give you just exactly three 
minutes by that clock to get out of my house, 
she said, as she coolly pointed tothe hands 
of the clock. which stood on the mantle. 

Peterson had arevolverin his rear pocket, 

but he did not drawit. Neither did he serve 
his attachment. Keeping one eye on the ex- 
tended un, he backed slowly out the open 
door and left Mrs. Rugg in full possession of 
her effects. He went direct to the office of 
Assistant Prosecuting r Dierkes and 
wore to the information on which a warrant 
or assault to kill was a few minutes later.

He demanded admit- 
tance and says Mrs. Rugg told him ‘she 
would shoot him down if he made the 
least move to force an entrance into her 
house. Hardtwig did not like the looks of 
things in the least and ordered a retreat, 
which move was made in good order. 
Halt fn hour later he learned 
that Mrs. kKueg would submit to 
arrest. With this understanding he wen} 
to her residence, and took her to the Four 
Courts. She had no bondeman at band, and 
was locked up in jail. 

Mrs. Rugg is highly indignant at the man- 
ner in which she has been treated. The 
prisoner is a large, fine-looking woman 
and has kept a boarding-house for a number 
of years. She admits that she may have been 
somewhat hasty in her actions, and says of the 
case:

WINTER ROSES. 


How They May Be Preserved for Quite a 
Long Time. 


Why is it that winter roses fade sooner with 
some people than with others?

It is in 
the dowers worn that this is observable, says 
a writer in Kitchen and Parlor. What can 
there be in constitutional peculiarities

A 
buneh of carnations, for instance, will do duty 
on three ‘‘calling’’ occasions in the corsage 
of one girl, while proximity to another seems 
to fade out any blossoms that she puts into 
her dress.

Surrdund the 
stems in powdered alum and charcoal, moist- 
ened and wrapped ina bit of paraffive paper, 
green tissue paper is not necessary, as the 
ends of the stems are hidden in the belt of the 
corsage. A teaspoontul of powdered char- 
coal putina ewer of water will preserve a 
bouquet of uncut flowers for several days if 
the stems of the flowers are cut each day, as 
the broken end of the flower stem withers and 
closes the openings through which the bios- 
som receives its nourishment.

THE WIND OF A CANNON BALL, 


How It Can Weund and Bruise—An Experi- 
ence of Sebastopol. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Sir Robert Rawlinson, K. C. B., sends us the 
following striking narrative: 

On the morning ofthe 10th of June, 1855, I 
was riding in company with some military 
officers on thelr way to the trenches before 
Sebastopol, and entering the ravine known as 
‘The Valley of the Shadow of Death, when in 
the act ofturning round to go back I was swept 


down with my horse by a 42-pound Russian 
steelshot. The shot passed in front of me, from 
left to right, cutting the reins out of my left 
hand and passing through the thin jacket 
under my right arm. hed in my right bana 
trousers pocket a small leather purse with a 
steel rim to it and a little silver in it. This 
purse bruised the strong cloth of the pocket 
and my flannel shirt, as also the crest of the 
pelvis. My own impression was that the shot 
had struck me full in the abdomen, and that I 
was out in two. I fainted and my wound 
bled copiously, and I was taken to the near- 
est temporary hospital, Now, as to the wind 
of this shot. It could have had nothing to do 
with my wound. As explained, the shot 
traversed across the abdomenand met with 
nothing solid but the purse and money 
in my pocket, and the contact was 
sufficient to break the strong cloth of 
the pocket under the purse—not above it—the 
flanvel shirt and the flesh and bone of the 
pelvis. And remember, so slight must have 
been the touch of the shot on my clothes that 
they were not abraded or marked; the thin 
summer coat r but the outer 
edge not broken. w could the wind perform 
this freak? The full force of this shot, if only 
1,000. feet per second, would have a striking 
power of about 40,000 pounds; but, carroming 
on me in front, the force or blow might be 
only equal toa severe blow by a man striking 
below the belt. Ifthis shot bad passed over 
any more solid portion of the body, as the 
head or the back, sudden death would have 
been the result; butas it barely touched the 
clothes on the abdomen the effect was less 
ened. At all events, was severely wounded 
by a forty-two-pound round shot, and most 
certainly not by the wind of it; and by reason 
ofthe grand surgery of the late Sir James 
Fergusson lam now alive to teil the tale. 
A medical correspondent quotes Prof. Sir T. 
Longmore upon the matter thus: The true 
explanation ofthe appearance presented in 
those cases which were formerly called 
„ind contusions’’ appears to rest in the pe- 
cullar direction or degree of obliquity with 
which the missile has happened to impinge 
against the yielding and elastic skin, together 
with the position of the internal organs in- 
jured between this missile and other hard 
substances in their n 1 The sur- 
face itself is not direct ; torn or out into, bo- 
cause the impact of the projectile has not 
been sufficiently direct to effect an opening;

Herbert Ward estimated that 
it was worth $7,500 a ton at Zangi- 
bar. It was worth more at Antwerp. Mr. 
OC. O. Adams, the Afrioan student and expert, 
declares that, all told, about $500,000 worth of 
ivory has been sold at Antwerp during the 
year.

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SLEEP EXPERIENCES AND THEIR WONDER- 
, FUL PHENOMENA. 


To Sleep [Is to Dream. Say Scientists O- 
rivus Happenings to Sleepers and Their 
Results—The Significance of Dreams as 
Popularly Understood—Peculiar Causes 
of Dreams, j 


Dreams have been defined to;be trains of 
ideas presenting themselves to the mind dur- 
ing sleep, and from time immemorial have 
been the wonderland of waking hours. It 
frequently, if not always, happens during 
sleep that while some of the mental faculties 
are suspended, others are still active, and 
are bhsy with numerous ideas which succeed 
eachother with more or less regularity. This is 
dreaming, says the Boston Herald. It is char- 
acterized by an absence of consciousness 
‘with regard to external things, and an entire 
suspension of voluntary control over the cur- 
ront ot thought, so that the principle of sug- 
gestion—one thought calling up another ac- 
cording to the law of association—has unlim- 
ited operation. The subject of dreams is one 
of the most intricate and perplexing in the 
entire field of mental philosophy, and it has 
not yet met with that amount of attention 
which its importance would seem to 
demand. Sir William Hamilton, the great 
metaphysician, held that ‘‘whether we recol- 
lect our dreams or not, we always dream.’’ 
To have no recollection of our dreams does 
not prove that we have not dreamed, for it 
can often be shown that we have dreamed, 
though the dream has left ‘no trace upon our 
memory. Many other philosephers have held 
the same opinion,among them Kant, who dis- 
tinctly maintains that we always dream when 
asleep; thatto cease to dream would be to 
cease to live, and that those who fan- 
cy they have not dreamed have only 
forgotten their dreams. The phenom- 
ena of dreams also go far to prove 
what is now held by many to be true, that 


different mental faculties have different por- 
tions of the brain appropriated to them, and 
through which they act. One of the most re- 
markable features of dreaming is the rapidity 
with which the mind passes through along 
series of events, though this phenomenon is 
also observed in the results of opiates and 
narcotics when taken for the first few times. 
Whole years may seem to the dreamer to 
have elapsed, and a multitude of images may 
have been successively piled up before him, 
though the time occupied in this experience 
is known to have been only a few minutes, or 
even afew seconds. Thusadream involving 
a long succeasion of supposed events has often 
originated in some circamstance that aroused 
the sleeper, and taken place within the short 
space that preceded the state of full conscious- 
ness. 


THE CHARACTER OF A DREAM 
is often to be traced to some sensuous feeling 
or impression. Thus, a well-known Knglish 
doctor having on one occasion gone to bed 
with a vessel of hot water at his feet dreamed 
of walking up Etna and feeling 
the ground hot under him; and, on another 
occasion, having thrown off the bedelothes in 
his sleep he dreamed of spending a winter in 
Hudson’s Bay. An American pbysician, hav- 
ing a badly dressed wound on his head, 
dreamed of falling into the hands of Indians 
and being scalped by them. It is related that 
during an alarm ofa French Invasion in Edin- 
burgh it had been arranged that the first inti- 
mation of the enemy’s approach was to be the 
firing of a gun from the castle. A certain 
gentieman, a zealous volunteer, retired 
to bed, dreamed that he heard this gun, went 
out and witnessed and joined in the proceed- 
ings of the troops. At this juncture he was 
awakened by his wife in a great fright, she 
having had a similar dream. It was as- 
certained that the falling ofa pair of tongs in 
an upper chamber was the common origin of 
the dream in two minds already predisposed 
to the same line of fancy. Another instance 
is given of a person sleeping in a room where 
a at- iron was allowed to scorcha wovilen 
arment. The sleeper dreamed that the 
ouse was burned down, and thatshe could 
not escape, because all her ciothes were 
burned. A gentleman who, before retiring to 
sleep, had been reading a book of picturesque 
travels dreamed that he was journeyin 
across the Rocky Mountains. He was attacke 
by two Mexicans, and after a gallant fight was 
taken prisoner. His captors believed bim to 
be the possessor of secret treasure, and, in or- 
derto make him reveal its whereabouts, put 
him to the torture of stripping his feet and 
holding them to the fire. aking witha cry 
of agony, he discovered thatthe soapstone 
foot- warmer had slipped from its fanne!l wrap- 
pings, and that its heated contact with the 
soles of his feet had conjured up 
the tragic episode which had seemed 
to him for the time to be only too real. A 
French physiologist caused many curious ex- 
periments to be made on himself during sleep. 
These experimentatook the form of trifling 
hysical sensations, which produced almost 
nvariably awonderfully exaggerated effect 
upon the sleeping mind. Thus a feather tick- 
ling the lips was converted into the horrible 
punishment of a mass of pitch being applied 
to the face. A bottle of cologne water held to 
his nose sent him into a dream of a perfumer’s 
shop in Cairo. A pinch on the neck recalled 
the days of his boyhood, and the old family 
physician applying a blister to that region. 
One authority declares that in a dream he 
made 
A VOYAGE TO INDIA, 

spending several days in Calcutta, continued 
his journey to Egypt, visited the pyramids 
and cataracts of the Nile and held confidential 
interviews with Mahommed Ali, Cleopatra 
and Saladin, the whole journey apparentiy 
occupying several months, but be had been 
asleep only an hour! Some writers admit that 
there is a type of dream in which comin 

bysical disease or disaster is — 
orth—some bodily sensation, perhaps too 
slight to be noticed by the subject when 
awake, yet contriving to impress itself in 
some symbolic form onthe sleeping mind. 
The more striking instances of this sort may 
serve taexplain how, in some lesser degree, 
certain symbols are likely to attach them- 
selves to certain painful sensations or condi- 
tions, until at last they are finally accepted as 
mysterious presages of evil. Conrad Gres- 
ner, the eminent naturalist, dreamed that he 
was bitten on the left side by a venomous ser- 
peut. In ashort time a very severe carbuncle 
„ A on the very spot, terminating his 
life in the space of three days. Another 
who dreamed of bein 
bitten by a black cat, also suffer 
in the same way. A learned Jesuit 
saw, one night in his sleep, a man laying his 
hand upon his chest. who announced to him 
that he would soon die. He was then in per- 
fect health, but was shortly after varr! off 
by a pulmonary disorder. A lady, who had 
a dream in which she saw all objects dim and 
obscured as by a mist, was soon afterward at- 
tacked by a disease of the eye of which that 
was a symptom. While many of our dreams 
may be traced to occurrences outside the 
body, but which affect the senses, it 
is believed that many of those un 
leasant dreams which are sometimes 
ound to recede iliness may de 
occasioned by feelings or sensations of which, 
in the ordinary waking state, we are uncon- 
scious. It is in this way that indigestion is so 
fruitful a cause of unpleasant dreams. Of 
the five senses touch isthe most excitable 
during sleep and most frequently modifies the 
character of our dreams. The sense of hear- 
ing is the next, and the least excitable of all 
our senses is that of sight. Our belief in the 
8 of the scenes brought before us 
and in the presence of external objects 
not before us are amon the 
most curious and important of the phe- 
nomena of dreams.

ness in the thoughts and images that pass 
through our minds. Sometimes, however, 
the very reverse takes place and the reason- 
ing or imaginative powers may possess a 
strength unknown to them in their ordinary 
condition. Thus Condorcet saw in his dreams 
the final step of a difficult calculation that 
had puzzled him during the day, and Condiil- 
lac states that when engaged with his Cours 
d’Etude’’ he frequentiy developed and fin- 
ished a subject in his dreams which he had 
broken off before retiring to rest. 

The popular belief that there is something 
supernatural in the nature of dreams, and 
that frequently in this way events are revealed 
that are about to happen, has been held from 
the earliest times, and is shared in by many 
well informed personsin the present day. 
Many of the instances of remarkable dreams 
may, doubtless, be explained from natural 
causes, but there are others so well authenti- 
cated that we cannot altogether discredit 
them, which are manifestiy unexplain- 
able by any natural means. If the testimony 
on which these dreams are given be admitted, 
we are driven to confess that they arise from 
causes, and are subject to laws of which we 
know nothing. What purpose do dreams 
serve in the animal economy is indeed an in- 
teresting question. There can be little doubt, 
one would think, that they exert a certain 
influence upon the character, ‘‘A particu- 
lar tendency,’’ says Sir ‘illiam Ham- 
ilton, . may be strengthened in 
man solely by the repeated action of 
dreams. Dreams, says Sir Benjamin 
Brodie, in hid ‘‘Psychological Inquiries,’’ 
‘fare at any rate an exercise of the imagina- 
tion. We may well conceive that one effect of 
them may be toincrease the activity of that 
facuity during our waking hours; and it would 
be presumptuous to deny that they may not 
answer some purpose beyond this, in the 
economy of percipient and thinking beings.’’ 
„„I,“ says Pascal, we dreamed every 
night the same tbine, it would per- 
haps affect us as powerfullp as the objects 
which we perceived every day. And if 
an artisan were certain of dreaming eve 
night for twelve hours that he was a king, 
am convinced that he would be almost as 
happy as aking who dreamed every twelve 
hours that he was an artisan.’’ Hence itis 
of some importance, if the matter troubles us: 
at all, to study the art of procuring pleasant 
dreams, on which subject Benjamin Franklin 
wrote a suggestive essay. A more accurate 
knowledge of the nature of dreams would tend 
to illustrate many of the more obscure men- 
tal phenomena. 

ANALOGY BETWEEN DREAMING AND INSANITY. 
is very striking. Thereis the same wild dis- 
order of the mental faculties, the same rapid 
and tumultnous thoughts, the same violent 
passions common to both. But as this broad- 
ens the subject too greatly for the present 
purpose it may not be pursued further. 
Science, no doubt, may have dispelled such 
old wives’ fables as that to dream ofa mar- 
riage signified death, or to dream ofa cat 
meant to meeta foe, but it has also added 
mysteries and terrors of its own tothe sub- 
ject. One learned man has actually tried to 
systematize the subtle premonitions of dreams, 
with the view of making them more available 
for use and guidance, though hesimply adds 
to the maze of mystification which seems des- 
tined toforever surround them. However, 
here aresome of his oracular explanations, 
which may be taken for what they are worth, 
which may be much or little, according to in- 
diviaual estimate. They appear to be quite 
sensible, however, in some respects: 
„Lively dreams are, in general, a sign of the 
excitement of nervous action. 
„Soft dreams are asign of slight irritation 
of the head; often in nervous fevers announc- 
ing the approach of a favorable crisis. 
‘*Frightful dreams are a sign of determina- 
‘tion of blood to the head. 
Dreams about blood and red objects 
signs of inflammatory conditions. ' 
Dreams of disordered forms are frequently 
a sign of obstructions and disease of the 
liner. 
Dreams in which the patient imagines tor- 
ture or injury of any limb indicates disease of 
that limb. 
„Dreams about death often precede apo- 
plexy, which is connected with determination 
of blood to the head.’’ 
Here is a case illustrative of the idea that 
some dreams are premonitory or perhaps in- 
dicative of sudden attacks of disease. An 
educated and very sensible lady had been 
through a rather fatiguing social day. On 
retiring to bed she soon fell asleep, and pres- 
ently dreamed that an old man clothed in 
black approached her, holding out an iron 
crown, apparentiy of enormous weight. As 
he drew near she recognized the features of 
her father, who had been dead many years. 
He addressed her thus: My daughter, dur- 
ing my lifetime I was forced to wear this 
crown. Death relieved me of the burden, but 
now it descends to you. He placed it on her 
head and gradually disappeared. Immedia- 
tely she felt a weight and tightness about her 
brow. Further,

side with sharp points, which wounded her 
forehead so that the blood ran down her °

A MYSTERY. 


The Shortage in the Stamp Department of 
the Chicago Post-Office. 


CHICAGO, III., Dec. 26.—Ever since last July 
there has been a mysterious loss of money in 
the retall stamp department of the Post-office. 
There are four clerks engaged in retailing 
stampsin the dirty little bole in the west 
lobby, which is to-day or to-morrow to Ds 
succeeded by the elegant new quarters just to 
the north of it. These clerks receive a salary 
ot from $1,000 to $1,200 a year. They sell about 
$500 or $600 worth of stamps and envelopes 
every day. They exchange their cash for 
stamps and envelopes at the closé of 
every day’s work. Once or {twice 


a week they take an account of stock and 
square their accounts with the wholesale 
stamp andenvelope department. They carry 
$1,000 worth of stock and ought to have that 
much in stamps, envelopes and cash every 
time they take an account of stock. If their 
work were done with absolute correctness 
they would come out about 15 cents ahead 
every day on account of the fractions of a 
cent gained lu retailing single envelopes. But 
the work is so harrassing and exhausting that 
it has been very seldom that any of the clerks 
have been able to make any inventory come 
outright. Since last July each clerk has been 
falling short about $30 a month® The matter was 
put into the hands of detectives, who have 
A themselves nearly into insanity try- 
— to solve the mystery, but are no nearer a 
tion now than months ago. A theft would 
— for the shortage. But all are watched 
so carefully that.no one can conceive how 
such atheft could be practiced. The clerks 
are all people of tried honesty, and yet the 
situation isso peculiar that it makes them 
feel that they must be the objects of sus- 
picion. Itlooksasifgsome one of them was 
stealing from the other three, but nobody can 
conceive how they could do it, even if they 
were dishonest. 

One or two very laughable things have oc- 
curred in connection with this matter. One 
of the clerks having made up bis mind that it 
was the money that was taken kept an in- 
ventory ofevery piece of money received, 
but his precautions were rewarded witha loss 
of $20 for that day alone. Last Monday during 
a great rush of business Johnny English, the 
postmaster’s private secretary, was sent to 
sell stamps in the new department separate 
from other clerks. He undertook the job 
mainly for the .purpose of showing how the 
work could be done without a loss if a person 
were careful. He sold stamps for two hours, 
and then took an account ofstock, and found 
that he was short just $12. 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


Decrease in the Mileage of Construction 
During 1889. 


New YORK, Dec. 2%.—This week’s edition of 
the Eugineering News will say: The list of 
new railway lines constructed during 1889, 
which we present with this issue, shows that 
the total addition tothe main track railway 
mileage of the United States during the year 
will vary very little from an even 5,000 miles. 
This is the smallest construction recorded in 
any one year since 1885, when the total in- 
crease was but 3,588 miles. The construction 
in the intervening years has been: In 1886, 
8,471 miles; in 1887, 12,668; in 1688, 
7,284 miles. The bulk of this year’s 
construction has been done in the South. 
Over two thousand miles t the new lines re- 
ported to us lie south of the latitude of Cin- 
cinnati and east of the Mississippi River. 
Washington, however, has had the greatest 
increase in railways of any sinule State, 353 
miles having been bullt there in 1889. Georgia 
comes next with $15 miles, and then follow 
North Carolina with 279 miles, Texas with 270 
miles and Mississippi with 212 miles. Sixteen 
other States between one and 
two hundred miles, and in Ver- 
mont, Rhode Island; New Mexico, 5 
and Nevada no new track-laying has been 
ported Very few lines have been bullt this 
season, but there has been a great number = 
short branches and eee especial!

GAS TO BE SOLD IN ALL PARTS OF THE CITY 
AT $1.25 PER 1,000 FEET. 


The Laclede Directors Begin te Outline 
Their Policy—Fuel Gas Provisions Yet to 
Be Made—Adjusting Difficulties as to the 
Electric Contract, and Providing for 
Gas. 


The policy of the consolidated Laciede Gas- 
Light Co., taking in all of the other gas-light 
plants in the city, is being outlined now. The 
first step has been taken in the establishment 
of a rate of $1.25 per 1,000 feet, with 5 per cent 
discount for paymentin five days. This ac- 
tlon was recommended several days ago by 
President McMillan, in a report to his 
directors. The latter, acting on the recom- 
mendation, have authorized the reduction 
named. Secretary Thompson was seen this 
morning with reference to the policy of the 
company. 1 

„It is simply. he said, ‘‘a uniform rate of 
$1.25 with 5 per cent off. 

The rate has been $1.50 in territory where 
there had not been competition with the 
Water Gas Co., where it had been $1. 

Mr. Thompson was asked what proportion 
of the gas consumed in the city was at $1.50 
and what at $1. 

„„ have not made a special estimate,’’ he 
replied, ‘‘but from knowledge of itI would 
say that four-fifths is at $1.50 and one-fifth 
at 31. 

‘*Do you expect an increased consumption 
on this price?’’ 

„Jes, we certainly do.“ 

‘*‘Will you continue to use the water-gas 
plant?“ 

For the present, at least, but that remains 
to be decided.’’ 

How about fuel gas?“ 

„That also remains to be taken up for 
action, but it will come in due time.’’ 

„Can you tel) anything about what the price 
of fuel gas will be?’’ 

No; not further than that it will of course 
be below the price of illuminating gas.’’ 

PRESIDENT M’MILLAN 
In outlining his policy has affirmea his inten- 
tion of modernizing the company’s plant as 
rapidly as possible, and perfecting it in every 
way to make cheap and good gas. What these 
improvements will be remains to pe seen, 
but in general they will consist 
in taking away all old machinery 
and appliances and substituting new ones, to 
such an extent that when completed the 
works will be perfect and as modern as they 
can be made. When these are completed gas 
can be manufactured and distributed at oon - 
siderable less expense than now, and it is un- 
derstood that Mr. MoMillan will then advo- 
cate a further reduction, 
GasCo.’s plant will bentilized entirely for 
fuel gas purposes, as it ig well fitted for it, and 
will only need extension to make it capable of 
supplying the demands of the city for several 
years. That this plan will be adopted 
is not settled, however, as develon- 
ments may show that fuel gas can 
he manufactured more cheaply and to better 
adyantage at either of the old works, in 
which case the water gas plant may be aban- 


doned.

nection with particular lines. The increase, 

however, is not limited to one branch of 

trade, or to a dozen. Itis greater in some 

than in others, but the general average shows 

that all have reason to feel proud of the record 
made. 

The source of the increase, as well as the 
increase itself, is also gratifying. It has come 
only partly inthe acquisition of new terri- 
tory, by which other trade centers have lost. 
The balance, or part of it, has come from the 
more thofough working of old territory, by 
which also other trade centers have lost. In 
connection with the old territory what re- 
mains of the increase due to a more 
thorough working, represents the growing 
prosperity and population of what is known 
as St. Louis’ tributary country. This section 


of the country has long been the most inviting- 


for settlement, and for mercantile, manu- 
facturing and agricultural enterprises, and 
expectations with reference to it are now be- 
ing realized. 

In any event the showing is one that cannot 
but be gratifying to St. Louis. It evidences 
greater thrift and push on the part of her mer- 
chasits and the growing importance of her 
Ip many lines, 
however, the trade of the city is not confined 
even by the limits of the United States. 

In addition to lines already given a few 
more are published to-day. 


The Hardware Trade. 


The jobbing hardware trade is one which has 
no specially tributary country. The salesmen 
representing the St. Louis jobbers fing abun- 
Gant and profitable trade in every State and 
Territory in the country, except Michigan and 
the few on the Central Atiantic tier, and this 
does not include those on the south, as 
they are valuable St. Louis territory. 
Stronger evidence of the commanding posi- 
tion of St. Louis as a distributing point could 
not be had, asthe hardware of the country 
has largely been distributed from the East. 
In general terms, the business done in the 
hardware line has never deen equal to that of 
this year. The increase has been general. 
Everybody inthe trade has experienced it, 
and it has averaged fully 20 per cent, if not 25, 
over last year, which was also a large one. 
This increase, too, has been in a general line 
of goods, and has not been due to the intro- 
duction of any specialties, in which St. Louis 
would have the advantage. The showing, 
too, is outside of trade in iron and heavy 
bardware, which is classed for this purpose 
as a different business. In what is recognized 
as the legitimate hardware trade, St. Louis 
will this year foot up an aggregate business of 
$12,000,000, This is represented largely by 
about two hundred traveling salesmen. As 
already stated, St. Louis representatives are 
found in every State and Territory in the 


United States except Michigan and the Cen- 
tral Atlantic tier. Inroads are being made even 
in these.These special representatives ali send 
in the most encouraging reports from their 
States, predicting a still better trade for next 
year, and particularly for St. Louis, as they 
say St. Louis is gaining rapidly in public 
favor. This point is generally emphasized, 
and itis remarked on all sides that with the 
same effort made in all other lines, which, by 
the way, is now being done, St. Louis would 
undoubtedly become the best distributing 
pointinthecountry. Every year strength- 
ens the position of the city, and investments 
In the jobbing lines here will pay better than 
in any city in the country. The South par- 
ticularly is a good field, and its trade has 
dome up remarkably this year in this line. 


Hats and Caps. 


The hatand cap jobbers necessarily have 
more or less strongly defined limits to their 
trade—or, rather, they have had, and are now 
@xtending them. A great deal more enter- 
prise has been shown in the trade this year 
than ever before, and as a result the business 
has been growing in every direction. For the 
year the transactions will aggregate over

The Lumber Trade. 


It has been calculated that by reason of the 
carpenters’ trouble, which extended over two 
months, and the consolidation of lumber in- 
terests, which resulted in transferring some 


large interests and taking some St. Louis 
business to other points, the aggregate

— 2 troubles. Large contracts have 
een the rule, but several of them were not 
carried out on account of this inter- 
ference. A number of others contemplated 
and really decided upon were not made for 
the same reason. They will be made next 
year, however, and many new ones — 
added to them it is expected the trade wil 
then be much greater than ever before, amit 
would have been this year bad it hot been for 
the trouble referred to. In special lines the 
trade has been remarkably increased, in yel- 
low pine and long leaf pine, the latter from 
Louisiana aud Texas. In trade outside of 
that curtailed by the carpenters’ troubles 
there has been a very great improvement. In 
domestic trade, and in the Southwest particu- 
larly, St. Louis has much more than held her 
own. The foreign trade has also been very 
good. Cuba has increased her trade steadily, 
and the South American business is also 
growing rapidly. 

In connection with the remarkable showing 
made by St. Louis, in the face of these ob- 
stacies, itis remarked that this city has more 
points from which to receive lumber, and 
with cheap transportation, too, than any city 
in the United States. Taking the South first, 
it comes in large quantities from Tennessee, 
Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas and Alabama. 
Then jumping North, the Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota lumber regions find markets for 
their output through St. Louis very largely. 
and will find them to even a greater extent in 
the near future, probably next year, as ex- 
tensive arrangements in that direction are 
being made. 


The Leather Trade. 


There is but little room for any great in- 
crease in the wholesale leathertrade. The 
aggregate must be the aggregate ef the trade 
to be done on the actua! demand. A greater 


volume cannot be worked up, as no induce- 
ments can be offered a merchant to buy 
more than his wants. Hence the trade is re- 
garded as an indicator of the actual condition 
of the country, particularly as it is just 
as difficult to add to a certain terri- 
tory as it is to increase consumption 
by special offers. Hence an increase of 5 to 
10 per cent, such as will be realized this year, 
making the aggregate over 42,000,000 exclusive 
of special lines, is encouraging. The St. 
Louis trade in this line takes in Missour!, Ar- 
kansas, Kansas, Nebraska, Texas and Illinois. 
This territory has all been well worked for years 
and the increase shown in the trade this year 
is interpreted to mean an actual improvement 
in allthis country. There is another encour- 
aging feature in this trade, however, and that 
is in the increase in tanning. While St. Louis 
has for years ranked as one of the best leather 
markets in the country, her tanning interests 
have been very small. This is now coming 
up, and promises to increase materially next 
year. 


Paints and Oils. 


bas for s years d ranked as 
one of the important lead and 011 
markets ot the world. Her trade 


this year will amount to something over 
$6,000,000, an increase over Blast year of 20 per 
cent. Of this.one-third is in white lead, and 
one-third in linseed. oil. The territory 
worked, by both jobbers and manufacturers, 
has always been very well covered, so that 
there is not much room tospread in it. The 
jobbers have always been ractically re- 
stricted to the Mississippi Valley, from St. 
Paul to New Orleans, and west to the 
Pacific. This territory they have al- 
ways covered very closely. They have never 
had much encouragement to go east. Lately, 
however, they have made some headway in 
that direction, and next year they will proba- 
bly make a stronger effort in that direction. 
Following other jobbing lines, itis believed 
this can be done, and that the trade once se- 
cured will be permanent, as the St. Louis job- 
bers have advantages which would be recog- 
nized very quickly. The manufacturers, of 
coursé, go east now and cover the entire 
country. The jobbers and manufacturers 
have both this year pushed their trade into 
Old Mexico, and with such encouraging re- 
sults that a good trade is expected from there 
next year.

ANOTHER VICTIM, 


Anson, Who Was Shot by Casper 
Clispy, Dies From the Wound. 


Agnes Anson, the second victim of Casper 
Clispy, died last night about 7 o’clock. 
Clispy was the young machinist who, crazed 
by unreciprocated love, entered the house of 
John Anson at 3134 Hickory street, twenty 


days ago, and while the family was 
at breakfast opened fire on them 
with two revolvers, ore four 
ot them and then himself. The girl, Agnes, 
was shot in the head, the bullet lodging tn her 
brain, and, although the doctors pronounced 
the wound probably fatal, there were great 
hopes of her recovery.

CHANGES THAT WERE MADE IN THEM DUR- 
ING THE PRESENT YEAR. 


The Make-Up ef the Bosten National 
League and Brotherhood Teams—Oppo- 
sition to Barnie’s Admission Into the 
Atlantic Association—Result of the West- 
ern Gun Club Shoot—Sporting News. 


ACH succeeding year 
witnesses an improve- 
ment in the time made 
by running horses, 
clearly demonstrating 
that advancement is 
being steadily made 
in the breeding and 
training of racers. 
The present year has 
deen a particularly 

hard one on the records, and many a mark 
that nad stood for years was erased forever. 
The révords which were lowered in 1889, are 
the three-eighths of a mile, half a mile, five- 
eighths of a mile, three-quarters of a mile, 
seven-eighths of a mile, one mile in a race, 
one and one-quarter mile, and one and five- 
eighths mile.

No record was broken at any distance greater 
than one and five-eighths of a mile, but no 
doubt this is due to the fact that few races 
were run during the season at a greater dis- 
tance than that.

And Forges a Letter From Bright Star, Ark., 
Giving the Details of His Own Murder—

Be Arrested To-Day.

Further in- 
quiry developed that Roland had died in 
Arkansas a couple of weeks before. At least 
Mrs. Roland had been so informed in a letter 
received from the Sheriff of Bright Star, Ark. 
The deceased was insured in the Prudential 
Life Insurance Co. to the amount of $150, 
which sum she could not collect until she pre- 
sented properly certified death records. She 
was directed to the Chief of Police. Asare- 
suit of an investigation made by that official, 
a strange story of man’s infidelity has been 
1 

Michael Roland was a ditcher by trade. He 
is over 50 years of age and has been married 
tor a score of them. Twelve children were 
born oftheir union. Their home was in St. 
Louis for some years, Roland making 
annual trips to the South to work 
on the levees of Mississippi, Arkansas 
and Louisiana. Almost a year ago he secured 
employment on the levee opposite Bright 
Star, Ark., and went down with a gang of 
men. He wrote to his wife occasionally and 
came up to see her after four months. Since 
that time she has not seen him. 

Six weeks ago Mrs. Roland received a letter. 
It was from a person who signed his name as 
„Allen J. Brown, Sheriff of Bright Star, 
Ark. itinformed Mrs. Roland that her hus- 


band was dead, having been 
KILLED IN A FIGHT. 

The letter said that while crossing the Missis- 
sippi River in a skiff in company with a num- 
ber of laborers Roland had become invoived 
in a quarrel. One of the men who was rowing 
raised an oar from the locks and struck Ro- 
land over the head, crushing his skull and 
causing an injury from which the man had 
died a few days later. There was no property 
to be sent home, the letter stated, as while 
Roland lay sick and delirious the negroes liv- 
ing in the vicinity had broken into his cabin 
and carried away all his tools and furniture. 
A constable had levied on all the money due 
him for wages on an old debt which he had 
contracted. Mrs. Roland believed the story. 
She had no reason to doubt its truth, and oply 
reported the matter to the authorities in order 
that she might secure proof of the death, 
without which the life insuranee policy which 
she held would not be recognized. Chief 
Huebler did not believe it. It looked 
rather fishy, and be determined to investi- 

ate. He at first addressed & letter to Allen J. 

rown, Sheriff of Bright Star, Ark., directing 
him to procure certificates from the Coroner 
and forward them to St. Louis. While he was 
waiting for ab answer to this communication 
Mrs. Roland received a second letter from 
Brown. In this Brown stated that be had un- 
intentionally written in the first letter 
that her husband had died in Bright 
Star. his he said he wanted 
to correct. He had died in New Orleans, hav- 
ing been left dying in the boat dy his heart- 
less comrades, who also allowed the mur- 
derer to escape. Two or three miles below 
Roland had been 

PICKED UP BY A STEAMER 

bound for below, and had been carried to New 
Orleans. The name of the hospital in which 
he was alleged to have died was given by 
Brown, who Insisted that he was powerless to 
take any action against Roland’s murderer on 
account of the fact that the assault had been 
committed while the boat was on the Texas 
side of the Arkansas River. 

This letter Mrs. Roland also turned over to 
the police. Chief Huebier then wrote tothe 
authorities of the New Orleans hospital. In 
a letter received two weeks ago the New Or- 
leans physician in charge informed him that 
at about the time mentioned a man admitted 
under the name of 

MICHAEL BOLEM 
had died at that institution. The cause of 
death, however, was heart disease and the re- 
mains had been identified and buried by ‘the 
widow of the deceased. 

That settled the matter. Chief Huebler 
wrote a personal letter tothe Judge of the 
court in the county in which Bright Star is sit- 
uated, asking him if any informatian could 
be given of Roland. Yesterday the answer 
came. It contained the startling news that 
six weeks ago Roland had married

living in that county, and was even then with 
her in Bright Star. This information was com- 
municated to Mrs. Roland yesterday evening. 
She has not as yet decided on any action but 
will probably have her recreant spouse ar- 
rested to-day and held until she can proceed 
to Bright Star and swear out a warrant charg- 
ing bim with bigamy. a

THE LOTTERY CASES. 


How an Officer Stood Her Up on a Corner 
and Sent Herman Brunner to Look at Her 

80 He Might Know Her and Avoid Arrest 
—Still Granting Continuances. 


NEW year will begin soon, 
a year that will be full of 
changes and reformations. 
Many men will live better 
lives than the year before, 
or at least resolve to try. 
Will the police reform or 
mend their ways? or will 
they continue their shame- 
ful neglect of duty, their 
outrageous violations of 
the rules of the board and the obligations of 
their oaths? 

There is room for mending, for never was 
there amore incapable or culpable set of 
Officials than those who nave the city’s safety 
in their keeping. Incapable or culpable, one 
or the other, for either they are 
ungualified for the posiions they hold 
or else they are profiting by the 
crimes of others and dare not prosecute. 
One of their reasons must be the motive 
which prompts them to look quietly on while 
crimes are committed and witness them, yet 
refuse to arrest the criminals or take one step 
toward punishing the offenders, for officials 
are not guilty of such open breaches of duty 
without a reason and some strong motive. The 
shameful manner in which the police have 
neglected this class of criminals would result 
in the stripping off of their uniforms, if the 
board which governs them was not as guilty 
as themselves, if that board was not made up 
ot dummy figures worked by a string that is 
held in the hand of the Governor, 1236 wiles 
away. 

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 

It is a serious thing even to suggest that the 
officials or any members of the force are cor- 
rupt, are in the pay of the lottery ring, but 
there are facts which point directly to that 
conclusion and leave thatthe only reasonable 
explanation of the disgraceful conauct of the 
police. 

Attached to the secret department of the 
city’s police force is Miss Dolly Birkenhead, a 
niece of Officer Scully. She is a bright young 
woman, and she has been employed to make 
cases Against the lottery men. Miss Birken- 
head has been very successful. She has 
caused the arrest of thirteen of the criminals, 
more than anyone now on the force has cap- 
tured in twice the time. 

But Herman Brunner is a favored vender. 
He has not been interrupted in the sale of 
tickets, though he is the biggest dealer in the 
city. He sends circulars all over the country, 
giving his name and ggdress and advising 
persons desiring information concerning a 
certain lottery or wishing tickets to address 
him. Heals the boldest vender in the city, a 
self-confessed perjurer and a convicted 
felon, the easiest man of ali to catch. 
Twice his office has been raided, but each time 
he had a warning direct froin the Four Courts 
that the raid had been ordered, and when the 
officers searched the place they found nothing. 
But Brunner was afraid Officer Dolly Birken- 
head might catch him unawares some time, 
so he requested a certain police oflicer to 
point her out to him. 

THE PROOF. 

The request was complied with and Miss 
Birgcenbead was put upon exhibition for fully 
ten minutes, though she herself did not know 
it. 

She went with this officer to the corner of 
Fourth and Elm streets, one evening, and was 
told to stand on the corner while the officer 
went into the saloon to get some information. 

He went into the bar-room and a moment 
later HhHermanz Brunner came out and stood in 
the doorway, “where at his leisure he inspect- 
ed the femuie detective whom he feared, When 
be had satistied himselfthat he could recog- 
nize her again, he turned and walked in, then 
the officer came out, joined Miss Dolly and 
they walked away. 

Would anyone deny that only corruption 
could explain such a breach of decipline? 
Would any officer go so far in an attempt to 
shield acriminalas to play such a trick as 
this unless he was bribed to do it? 

And vet the Police Board has not punished 
him; the Chief of Police has not reported him. 
They can find him out by simply inquiring of 
Miss Dolly who it was who took her there and 
left her onthe corner, but they will notask 
the question. No breach of disciplm@e, ho 
neglect of duty, no violation of orders is re- 
buked so long as the lottery men are pro- 
tected. What, then, is the reason? Either tne 
police authorities are not capable to perform 
the duties of their office or else they are in the 

ower of the ringsters and dare not move. 
The stubbornness with which they refuse to 
make any effort to break up lottery in St. 
Louis looks very much as if they dare not. 

LAPSING INTO THE OLD WAY. 

Under ordinary circumstances such a 
charge aa this brought against. an oflicer 
would be followed immediately by an investi- 
gation, but this will not. The fact has been 
known to the authorities for several days and 
they have not attempted to punish the guilty 
officer. They will not punish him because 
they will not punish any officer who violates 
the rules in defense of a lottery man. 

And the Court of Criminal Correction 18 
rapidly drifting back to its old and vicious 
system of continuing cases until they are for- 
gotten or drop out of sight. 

One case against Joe Dallas and G. Lehman, 
will serve as proof. Lehman, by-the- b, is a 
brother of Julius Lehman, a member of the 
House of Delegates, who was convicted of 
election frauds and whois now awaiting trial, 
the verdict having been set aside. 

The case was docketed for trial December 
10, and continued to December 19 for the de- 
fendants.

Three continuances in thirteen days and all 
for the defendants. There was a wholesale 
laying over of cases to next month. Judge 
Campbell complains that he is overworked 
and rather than exert his energies to au un- 
usual extent he plays into the bands of the 
lottery men and continues the cases.

The members of 

the sub-committees on finance, however, 

have no such prospect in store for them, as 

to-day they began their most earnest and ef- 
fective canvassing. 

A WELL- ADVISED POSTPONEMENT. 

Subscriptions have been solicited during 
the past ten days, and have been attended 
with great success. But the work was pur- 
sued under very considerable disadvantages, 
and before it had progressed far word was 
quietly passed along the linethat matters 
were not to be pushed until after Christmas 
day. The merchants were so busy attending 
to the largest Christmas trade that had ever 
been known in the city, that they found it im- 
possible to confer with the subcommitteemen 
in reference to the World's Fair. The rush 
of business aiso prevented many of the most 
active comimitteemen from attending to their 
tasks, and it was therefore on all accounts 
deemed best to postpone the grand movement 
all along the line untilthe 26th.

Chicago is far behind St. Louis in the 
amount ofits contributions, having leas than 
$3,500,000, and this amount has been 
obtained in a manner that makes it 
certain that a very large proportion 
of the subscriptions can never be collected. 
A gentleman who has just returned from 
Chicago, and who Garefuliy investigated the 
matter, states that there are hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on the Chicago books 
from utterly irresponsible parties. Blanks 
have been freely distributed to be filled up fer 
any amonnt that the signer may deem best, 
and in many cases these have fallen into the 
hands of persons who have coutributed, on 

aper, more dollars than they possess cents 
inthe world. In one instance a bootblack 
sent in a subscription of $5, 000, 
which was duly entered, and this 
case ls by no means isolated. The St. Louis
